It  is  a biinilsome  four-story  building  of 
pressed  brick  and  fine  large  rooms.  This 
will  be  the  central  home  of  the  Self-Help 
Club.  There  are  rooms  ^lere  for  70  men. 
These  are  being  rapidly  engaged. 

The  small  cottages  on  the  campus  are  be- 
ing practically  rebuilt,  ceiled  and  painted, 
with  broad  porehes.  These  will  also  be  oc- 
cupied by  the  members  of  the  Self-Help  Club. 

The  old  laboratory  has  been  removed, 
making  room  for  the  library.  This  hand- 
some structure  will  be  started  within  a few 
weeks.  We  must  dedicate  these  two  new 
buildings'  next  commencement.  Work  is 
being  rushed  on  two  large  barns  to  rare  for 
our  herd  of  fine  Jerseys  numbering  about 
50  hea  l This  barn  is  being  fitted  up  with 
the  most  modern  equipment.  The  purpose 
of  this  herd  is  to  furnish  milk  and  butter 
for  the  college  and  work  for  our  boys. 

We  are  now  spending  $40  per  day  with 
teams  and  men  on  the  athletic  grounds  and 
by  September  5th  will  have  the  ugly  hill 
leveled  and  the  ravine  at  the  south  end  filled 
It  will  be  one  of  the  largest  and  handsomest 
fields  in  the  Stste.  Grand  H‘ands.  gymnasium 
ami  swimming  pool  w ill  b.*  put  in  as  rapidly 
as  possible. 

Again,  we  are  ordering  equipment,  lables 
and  apparatus  to  the  amount  of  $4,000  for 
our  new  science  ball.  This  will  be  iii'dalled 
for  this  session's  work. 

The  immense  undertaking  of  grading  the 
campus  is  completed  and  tjie  outlay  of  near- 
ly $5  000  is  justified  in  the  greatly  improved 
appearance.

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Woman’s  Dress. 

Thi»»i.s  not  a magazine  of  fashion,  and  the 
editor  of  The  Record  lays  no 'claim  to  special 
ability  or  training  in  the  tailor ’s  art,  though 
he  has  an  idea  that  most  any  Asual  observer 
might  suggest  some  improvements  in  tin* 
present  vogue.  Jt  is  a subject  that  many 
have  found  it  difficult  to  treat  seriously,  pr  •- 
fi  ring  to  speak  of  the  matter  iu  a light  and 
jocular  way.  To  our  thinking,  it  lias  com** 
to  be  a question  of  good  morals  and  decency. 
No  such  question  can  he  treated  in  a flip- 
pant fashioh  without  making  a had  matter 
worse.  “Fools  make  a mock  of  sin,”  and 
there  are  plenty  of  fools  of  this  sort. 

Neither  are  we  presumptions  enough  to 
suppose  that  a few  remarks  from  a man’s 
point  of  view  can  correct  the  abuses  in  this 
line  or  the  evils  flowing  from  it  For- 
tunately the  women  do  not  need  that  the 
fnen  should  take  in  hand  the  regulation  of 
the  details  and  incidents  of  their  dress.  The 
in <>i?t  hopeful  indication  is  the  protest  that  is 
being  voiced  by  the  sensible  and  modest 
women  themselves  against  the  improprieties 
and  vulgarities  of  coarse  natnml  worn  n. 
From  many  places  in  the  cities  the  women 
are  speaking  out  against  the  brazen  effront- 
ery of  the  reckless  and  immoral  who  exhibit 
themselves  on  the  street  iri  scant  or  sugges- 
tive attire.  It  is  to  second  and  strengthen 
this  effort  on  the  part  of  the  women  that  we 
add  this  word  of  approval  of  their  efforts 
and  condemnation  of  lascivious  dress. 

I We  have  to  admit  that  there  ai.  some  bn  t 
women  in  tin*  world  and  others  who  are  weak 
and  some  whom  I’aul  denounces  as  silly. 
They  are  children  of  their  fathers  But 
there  is  no  reason  why  these  should  set  t lit* 
standard  of  dress  among  women  or  he  *>i*r 
mitted  to  roam  at  large  with  license  to  pol- 
lute the  life  of  others.  To  correct  a’li’ses 
of  this  kind  a higinning  must  he  made  in 
the  home  where  modesty  is  to  lie  cherished 
and  cultivated.  Begin  with  the  little  chil- 
dren and  teach  them  to  keep  their  persons 
concealed.  This  becomes  their  mental  habit 
and  moral  safeguard.  There  is  no  reason 
why  a little  girl  should  wear  simply  a waist 
with  a ruffle  on  it  for  a skirt.  There  is  n > 
sense  of  decency  possible  when  a girl  grows 
so  much  faster  than  her  stockings  that  they 
only  reach  a few  inrhes  above  her  shoes  and 
leave  a half  a day’s  intermission  between 
them  and  the  next  item  of  wearing  apparel 
to  the  northward.  If  we  wish  the  worn  *n 
to  be  modest  we  must  begin  with  the  chil- 
dren and  keep  them  from  having  the  bar- 
riers to  virtue  destroyed  by  habitual  ex- 
posure of  the  person. 

There  is  another  source  of  immorality  that 
must  be  reckoned  with  and  dealt  with.  The 
theater  has  long  had  license  to  put  forward 
men  and  women  in  a state  of  undress  and 
they  have  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege 
fully.  This  has  been  a very  large  part  of 
the  attraction  to  frequenters  of  plays.  Bas- 
ing their  calculation  on  this,  many  women 
of  the  vainer  and  weaker  sort  have  found 
what  appealed  to  men  of  this  class  and  have 
sought  to  gratify  it.  The  seeds  that  wen* 
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•own  on  the  stage  are  bearing  fruit  iu  las- 
civioiiH  dress  and  conduct  People  argil*

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SHARING  THE  BLAGUE. 

W.  M.  Burr. 

At  the  close  of  my  five  lecturn  on  “Money 
and  the  Kingdom’’  recently  ill  one  of  our 
churches,  a prominent  busint||s  man  said 
to  me,  with  much  earnestness:  I “I  feel  and 
acknowledge  my  shortcomings  jin  my  duty 
to  God  in  my  money  matters.  J But  we  lay- 
men are  not  altogether  to  llame.  Our 
preachers  have  not  taught  us  aid  explained 
these- matters  to  us  as  they  shot  jld.  I want 
to  do  ray  duty  and  1 believe  mitt  of  us  bus- 
iness nn-ii  do.  It  is  a lack  on  und  -rsfand- 
ing.  Our  preachers  are  at  fail  t and  ought 
to  lake  their  share  of  the  blan  e.” 

This  brother’s  wav  of  puttimi  the. ease  im- 
pressed me  much.  I have  foiiul  the  bus- 
iness men  as  a rule  not  only  xvilling  but 
anxious  to  hear.  Still  more  nljently  I was 
at  another  church.  The  tempi rary  pastor- 
supply  was  absent  on  aeeountj  of  sickness. 
After  lhy  first  lecture  Sunday  1 morning,  I 
left  it  with  the  congregation  whether  they 
wished  me  to  stay  and  give  tilt  remaining 
lectures.  A vote  was  taken  land  it  was 
unanimous  in  favor  of  having  j all  the  lec- 
tures, and  this  ih  face  of  the  full jt  that  they 
had  just  passed  through  three  weeks  of  pro- 
traeted  meetings  and  everybody  was  tired 
and  the  weather  was  hot.  Tha  j attendance 
after  Sunday  night  grew  to  t|e  end,  the 
Thursday  night  congregation.  J when  the 
meeting  eloaed,  being  the  largesl  since  Sun- 
day night.  The  business  me|  from  the 
town  and  planters  from  the  eouniry  and  oth- 
ers came  night  after  night  and  Mat.  through 
the  forty-minute  lectures  with  I nothing  to 
attract  and  hold  them  but  thei#  I interest  in 
the  subject  and  their  desire  to  learn  their 
duty  to  God  in  money  matters 

I relate  these  incidents  for  thijjpurpose  of 
impressing  our  pastors  with  the  need  of  a 
more  careful  study  of  God’s  mol  >y  laws  for 
financing  llis  Kingdom  and  of  B itting  them 
before  their  people.  An  into  lig  -nt  pre- 
sentation of  these  laws  is  welcomed  by  our 
people,  and  especially  by  our  balkiness  men 
What  our  people  need  and  wani  is  instruc- 
tion. and  my  observation  is  tliljt  they  are 
ready  to  do  when  they  understand.  They 
look  to  their  pastors  aiyl  preachirs  for  guid- 
ance. If  we  fail  to  give  it  to  t icni,  are  we 
not  in  part  to  blame  for  thei  | failure  in 
duty!  Have  we  not  exhorted  when  we 
ought  to  have  been  instructive!  Have  we 
not  resorted  to  high  pressure  mjjjliods  to  get 
our  people  to  part  with  their  jaioney  when 
we  ought  to  have  laid  before  lit  hem  God’s 
money  laws!  They  lack  conviction  on  the 
money  question  and  this  can  (never  be  se- 
cured except  by  the  dear  prcaJiing  of  what 
God  has  to  say  ou  the  subjei  j;.  We  have 
emphasized  and  reemphasize*  the  need  of 
money  until  that  side  of  the  Jl  utter  has  be- 
come magnified  at  the  expense  of  the  laws 
God  has  ordained  to  govern  111  is  people  in 
supplying  the  money  to  meetlihat  need.  Our 
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people  are  burdened  with  a sense  of  the  un- 
supplied and  growing  needs  because  these 
are  continually  held  up  before  them,  "but 
they  have  no  sense  of  guilt  because  of  their 
failure  to  supply  the  money  to  meet  these 
needs. 

Yet,  when  we  read  the  Bible  discriminat- 
ingly we  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  with 
the  fact  that  God  has  much  more  to  say 
about  lurw  money  is  to  he  secured  than  he 
has  to  say  about  how  it  is  to  be  paid  out; 
alKiut  how  money  is  to  be  brought  into  His 
treasury  than  about  the  world’s  need.  To 
get  people  to  give,  we  appeal  to  their  sym- 
pathy for  the  lost ; God  appeals  to  His  money 
laws.  We  say  too  little  to  our  people  about 
money  until  we  want  money,  ami  then  wc 
bring  great  pressure  to  bear  to  corkscrew  as 
much  out  of  them  as  we  can.  It  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at.  that  so  many  of  them  get 
into  a resentful  state  of  mind.  They  give 
when  we  get  them  cornered,  but  they  refuse 
more  and  more  to  he  coerced  and  rather  re- 
joice over  their  lucky  escape  than  feel  any 

sense  of  wrong-doing. 

God's  kingdom  is  not  an  object  of  charity 
begging  alms.  He  never  designed  it  should 
be  dependent  upon  the  mere  generosity  of 
His  people,  though  He  graciously  accepts 
any  freewill  offerings  they  may  bring.  He 
directs  the  bringing  of  His  money  into  llis 
treasury  that  He  may  have  His  own  money 
for  the  support  of  His  own  cause.  To  the 
ancient  Jews  He  said,  “The  tithe  ***** 
Jehovah’s;  it  is  holy  unto  Jehovah.” 
“Bring  ye  the  whole  tithe  into  the  store- 
house, that  there  may  be  food  iu  my  house. 
“Unto  the  children  of  Levi,  behold,  1 have 
given  all  the  tithe  in  Israel  for  an  inheri- 
tance, in  return  for  their  services  which  they 
serve,  even  the  service  of  the  tent  of  meet- 
ing.” Lev.  2:30;  Mai  3:10;  Num.  18:21. 
Haul  refers  to  these  ancient  laws  of  Moses 
in  proof  of  his  contention  that  upon  the  same 
principle  God  now  supports  His  cause  in  the 
Christian  dispensation.  Comp.  1 tor.  9:8- 
15.  The  whole  point  in  this  passage  from 
Corinthians  is  that  God’s  cause  on  earth  de- 
pends for  its  support  not  upon  the  mere  gen- 
erosity of  His  people,  but  upon  God's  eter- 
nal and  unchanging  laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  both  His  people  and  llis  cause,  laws 
as  wise  as  they  are  beneficent. 

It  is  not  contended  that  there  is  no  stress 
in  the  Bible  on  the  great  world-needs.  It  is 
prominent  there.  Our  -Savior  made  much 
of  it.  “Lift  up  your  eyes  and  look  on  the 
fields”  is  llis  challenge  to  llis  people  in  all 
ages.  Nor  do  I mean  to  say  that  wc  put 
too  much  stress  here;  only  that  we  hav* 
stnssed  this  side  to  the  too  long  and  almost 
total  neglect  of  the  other  side — God's  money 
laws,  thus  destroying  the  balance  between 
the  two  that  the  Bible  so  uniformly  main- 
tains. This  is  our  mistake  and  the  -cause 
of  our  failure. 

I have  sometimes  said  that  if  the  present 
methods  of  financing  the  Kingdom  are  God's 
methods,  it  must  be  clear  to  everyone  that 
God  is  a poor  financier,  for  He  has  multi- 
plied the  needs  of  money  without  making 
any  adequate  provision  for  supplying  these 
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needs.  But  they  ar*-  not  God’s  im-tlnnls 
They  are  ours  They  an-  human  They 
are  without  divifae  authority  Aral  we  will 
never  bring  ecjnvietioh  to  onr  people  in 
mom  y matters  until  we  discard  tli*>-  human 
methods  an*l  , kubstitute  God's  methods. 
Then  will  God’s  [«s»ple  bring  God's  money 
into  IBs  treasury  and  His  cause  will  be 
amply  provided!  for.
